an Hour Against a Regiment of Ken­ 


tucky 
Militia— House 
Was 
Almost 


Shot to 
Pieces— Nearby 
Residents 


Hid In Cellars. 


Frankfort. Ky., Sept. 6.— In om* of 
the fiercest riots ever known in this 
city between militiamen and civilians. 
Sergeant Ingram Tate, of Somerset. 
Ky., a member of Company G. Ken­ 
tucky State Guards, and Jeff Took, a 
civilian, were killed, while William 
Nicholls, Joe Conway and Alex Mc­ 
Nally were fatally shot. The riot be­ 
gan in a tenderloin saloon following a 
brawl. 
Privates William Phillips and 
C. E. Toadevine, members of Com­ 
pany G, who were standing near T ate 
when he was killed. I d e n ti ty Joe 
Nichols as the man who Ared the shot 
that killed their comrade. Nichols and 
eighteen others were arrested. 
The house was almost Blurt to pieces 
by the troops in their efforts to gain 
an entrance, apparently to lynch the 
men whom they thought had killed 
Tate. 
For more than an hour the 
eighteen men held the- fort against the 
regiment, and the residents of that 
section of the city fled to their houses, 
putting out th# lights and retreating 
to the cellars for safety. 
All over that section of the city 
every person who attem pted to leave 
was halted at the point of a bayonet 
and every wagon was searched, hoping 
to find the men who had started the 
riot. 
Finally after a conference. Colo­ 
nel J. E. Allen, commanding the St-c- 
ond regiment; County Judge Jam es 
H. Polgrove and Chief of Police Man- 
gan. accompanied by other soldiers, 
searched the building, and in the top 
story found the men huddled together. 
They were all taken to the jail. which 
is being guarded by the soldiers.

CORN AND CHOLERA. 
Hop raisers the country over are put­ 
ting two HUO two together in the mat­ 
ter of excessively high prices of corn 
and absence of hog cholera and draw ­ 
ing some dtnluetious that ought to be 
of value for a good many years to 
come along the line of the connection 
between the health of the bog aud the 
food ration which it is given. 
It has 
been observed during the past eight­ 
een months—an interval which has 
seen scant feeding of corn owing to 
high price—that there has been an al­ 
most total absence of the swine plague 
In sections where corn has constituted 
the chief feeding and fattening ration. 
The net result of this situation has 
meant an enormous saving to hog 
raisers, and this whether the connec­ 
tion between feed and animal health is 
as close as held by s«»me or not. 
There is surely enough In the theory to 
make careful study and comparisons 
of feeding conditions iii different sea­ 
sons worth while, 
it has been a mat­ 
ter of observation with a good many 
that the worst outbreaks of cholera 
have usually followed on the heels of 
an inordinate stuffing of young pigs 
with green and immature com, the 
plague finding fertile soil for develop­ 
ment for months after In droves of 
hogs whose health had been weakened 
as a result of this Irrational method of 
feeding. 
If it turns out, therefore, 
that the feeder can just as well sell a 
part of his corn and at the same time 
sa**e bis hogs. It would seem clearly In 
his interest to do h o .

I have worked out a plan to build 
two 300 ton hollow concrete block silos. 
In the business of canning fruits and 
vegetables with which I have been 
identified for a number of years a 
large quantity of good feeding material 
was apparently wasted each season, 
this being especially the case with pea 
vines that went through the cannery 
after the pea* were taken from the 
pod. 
It was arranged to build two 
silos, each twenty-four feet in diam­ 
eter and thirty feet in height. 
After figuring exactly on the form 
of making the hollow blocks we or­ 
dered these forms of one of our foun- 
drymen, and he made them so that the 
blocks could be laid in segments. 
When the blocks were laid to the ex­ 
tent of the diameter proposed th** 
forms were so accurately adjusted 
that the blocks came together within 
an eighth of an inch, making a clean 
circle, the slight opening at the end be­ 
ing closed up with a little additional 
cement. 
The foundation was made of th** 
diameter proposed, of the proper mix­ 
ture of six parts coarse gravel to one 
part cement, thoroughly mixed. 
This 
foundation was built up to the level 
of the grouud. The blocks were made 
of <*narse sharp sand and cement mix­ 
ed, three parts of sand to one part ce­ 
ment, this mixture being subject to 
the character of both cement and sand. 
The blocks were made with a hollow 
center and 
laid one after another 
around the foundation and up until 
the proj>er height was reached. 
A 
cone shaped roof was added, thus com 
pl et ins the structure. The Inside after 


rn ti* low conc Birne b l o c k silo. 
the blocks were ail laid was smooth 
od aud painted over with pure ce 
ment paint. 
In building a hollow concrete block 
silo great care should be ex*reused in 
getting the proper mixture of cement, 
gravel ami sand in order to make a 
solkl. serviceable black. 
When the 
s i lo s were completed a sufficient time 
wa* a Howe*! for the blocks thorough 
ly to dry " U t . aud they were then tilled 
to the t o p w itb |>ea vines, a quantity of 
water l*eiug allowed to go into the si!" 
with the viues, thus pinking the silage 
down solidly. 
In order to avoid an excess of water 
a cemeut cistern was built underneath 
the ground and outside of the wall of 
the silo, into which the excess water 
passed, and from this cistern the liquid 
was pumped out and distributed on 
the farm 
To build a concrete hollow block silo 
one must be willing to calculate on a 
greater cost than the amount that it 
would be necessary to invest in any 
kind of stave silo, but iu the north­ 
ern climate especially the hollow block 
•Ho is desirable because there is then 
no danger of spoilage on account of 
the freezing of the contents around the 
inside wall. 
Recently I bad occasion to examine 
the silage which was taken from the 
ceuter of the silo after it had been 
filled for six mouths, and the fodder 
came out in perfect condition, so much 
so that my Herefords eat up clean 
every day their ration of forty pounds 
aud seem willing to eat more. 
A careful record of tbe cost of a 
silo of this kind, twenty-four feet in 
diameter and thirty feet high. allowing 
for the cost of average labor at 2 0 
cents per hour and figuring the value 
of a man and team at $3 per day. is 
$550 complete. Including roof and ce 
ment cistern underneath. 
While the initial cost is possibly 40 
per cent more than tbe cost of a stave 
silo, there is very little expense for 
painting, and the repairs for a number 
of years will be very light indeed. 


Faults In Breeding. 
Breeders should not close their eyes 
to the faults of their horses. 
On the 
contrary, they should study carefully 
to learn in what respects they are 
faulty or in what qualities deficient 
and try to make such selections in 
mating as will strengthen those quail- 1 
ties or rectify the faults in the off- j 
spring. 
Many undesirable qualities 
can be eliminated or subjugated in a 
few generations by care. 
Never mate 
a mare that is weak in some quality 
or faulty at some point with a stallion 
that is weak in the same quality or 
faulty at the same point.

while the upper leaves of the plant are 
green, with the lower turning yellow. 
Cut before this time, there la a distinct 
loss in food value, just as there is a 
loss if the fodder Is not cut before a 
frost kills the leaves.
